GAME AND PISH WARDEN. 



An Act to provide for the appointment of a game and fish 
warden, and to prescribe his powers and duties. 

[Act 28, P. A. 1887.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

(1) § 5753. Section 1. That it shall be the duty of the Appointment 
governor to appoint some person, a resident of this State, as^^fden^ 
game and fish warden. Said warden shall hold his office for Term of office, 
four years, or until his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, unless removed for cause by the governor; he shall Salary of. 
receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, pay- 
able monthly, and shall also be reimbursed his actual ex- 
penses necessarily incurred by him while engaged in the per- 
formance of his duties, to be paid on the warrant of the 

auditor general, monthly, on the approval of hi* vouchers 
therefor, (a) 

(2) § 5754. Se>c. 2. It shall be the duty of said game when iiteeai 
and fish warden to seize all nets of illegal mesh found in use S^t^to be ' 
in the waters of this State, and all nets and other fishing ap- seized, 
paratus or appliances found in use in violation of the laws of 

this State, and to enforce the statutes of this State for the 
preservation of moose, wapiti, deer, birds and fish, and to en- 
force all other laws of this State for the protection and propa- 
gation of birds, game and fish now in force, or hereafter en- 
acted, and to bring or cause to be brought, and to prosecute 
or cause to be prosecuted, actions and proceedings in the 
name of the people of this State to punish any parties for the 
violation of said statutes and laws. Such actions and pro- Punishment 
ceedings may be brought in the name of the people in the of!^ violation 
like cases, in the same courts, and under the same circum- 
stances as they may now or at any time hereafter be brought 
by any individual or by the prosecuting attorneys of the 
several counties under and by virtue of any laws now exist- 
ing or hereafter enacted. 

(3) § 5755. Sec. 3. Said warden may make complaint Make com- 
and cause proceedings to be commenced against any person violation^

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for the violation of any of the laws for the protection or 
propagation of game or fish without the sanction of the prose- 
cuting attorney of the county in which such proceedings are 
commenced, and in such case he shall not be obliged to fur- 
nish security for costs. Said warden may also appear for 
the people in any court of competent jurisdiction in any case 
for violation of any of the laws for the protection or propa- 
gation of fish or game, and prosecute the same in the same 
manner and with the same authority as the prosecuting at- 
torney of the county in which such proceedings are com- 
menced. Said warden shall have power to search any person 
and examine any boat, conveyance, vehicle, fish box, fish 
basket, game bag, or game coat, or any other receptacle for 
game or fish, when he has good reason to believe that he will 
thereby secure evidence of the violation of the law; and any 
hindrance or interference, or attempt at hindrance or inter- 
ference with such search and examination, shall be prima 
facie evidence of a violation of the law by the party or partiea 
who hinder or interfere with, or attempt to hinder or inter- 
fere with such search and examination. Said game and fish 
warden shall at any and all times seize and take possession 
of any and all birds, animals or fish which have been caught, 
taken or killed, at a time, in a manner or for a purpose, or 
had in possession or under control, or have been shipped con- 
trary to any of the laws of this State, such seizure may be 
made without a warrant. Any court having jurisdiction of 
the offense, upon receiving proof of probable cause for believ- 
ing in the concealment of any bird, animal or fish, caught, 
taken, killed, had in possession, under control, or shipped 
contrary to any of the laws of this State, shall issue a search 
warrant and cause a search to be made in any place, and to 
that end may cause any building, enclosure, or car to be en- 
tered, and any apartment, chest, box, locker, crate, basket or 
package, to be broken open and the contents thereof exam- 
ined by said game and fish warden. All birds, animals or 
fish or nets or fishing appliances or apparatus seized by the 
said game and fish warden shall be disposed of in such man- 
ner as may be directed by the court before whom the offense 
is tried or by any court of competent jurisdiction. Said game 
and fish warden shall not be liable for damages on account of 
any search, examination or seizure, or the destruction of any 
nets or fishing apparatus of any kind, in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 

(4) § 5756. Sec. 4. Said game and fish warden shall 
have the same power to serve criminal process as sheriffs, 
and shall have the same right as sheriffs to require aid in ex- 
ecuting such process. Said warden may arrest, without war- 
rant, any person caught by him in the act of violating any of 
the aforesaid laws for the protection or propagation of birds, 
game or fish, and take such person forthwith before a justice 
of the peace, or other magistrate having jurisdiction, who 
shall proceed without delay to hear, try and determine the

The State game, fish and 
forestry warden is hereby given authority to employ special 
assistants to perform such special duties as he may deem 
necessary and fix their compensation: Provided, however. 
That the total amount of salary compensation and expenses 
of the chief deputy game and fish warden and State deputy 
game and fish wardens, and special assistants shall not in 
any one year exceed the sum provided for in the game and 
fish protection funds and shall be paid from said funds. The 
State game, fish and forestry warden may in times of neces- 
sity make use of the deputy game and fish wardens appointed 
under the provisions of this act to perform the same duties 
as required of deputy game, fish and forestry wardens. Said 
game and fish warden may appoint in each county not to ex- 
ceed three residents thereof as county game and fish wardens, 
who shall have the same powers in their respective counties 
as are herein provided for the game and fish warden. The 
said game and fish wardens may be employed by individuals, 
clubs and corporations interested in the enforcement of the 
fish and game laws, and shall receive such other compensa- 
tion as may be allowed and provided for by the supervisors 
of their respective counties, except in the counties of Wayne 
(a) and Saginaw as fixed by the county salary act for Sagi- 
naw county. Any person who hinders, obstructs or interferes 
with or attempts to hinder, obstruct or interfere with the 
said game and fish warden, or any deputy or county warden 
in the discharge of any of his duties shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and on conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars, together 
with costs of suit; and in default of payment thereof shall 
be confined in the county jail until said fine and costs are 
paid: Provided, That said imprisonment shall not exceed 
thirty days.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

(19) Section 1. The State game, fish and forest warden 
shall have charge of the prevention and suppression of forest 
fires, as hereinafter provided. The supervisors of townships 
are hereby constituted fire wardens of their respective town- 
ships. The State game, fish and forest warden shall appoint 
a fire warden for each surveyed township of this State in 
which a supervisor does not reside.' The fire warden so ap- 
pointed shall be, where possible, a resident of the surveyed 
township for which he is appointed. 

(20) Sec. 2. The State game, fish and forest warden 
shall divide the counties affected by this law into districts 
of suitable and convenient size, as he may deem advisable, 
and appoint for each of such districts a deputy game, fish 
and forest warden : Provided, however, that not more than 
ten such deputy wardens shall be so appointed, who shall 
have all the powers heretofore possessed by deputy game and 
fish wardens.

brush, rubbish and other dangerous combustible material, 
wherever necessary. It shall be the duty of such deputy 
game, fish and forest wardens to caution all sportsmen, 
settlers and others of the danger from fires in the woods, to 
extinguish all fires left burning by any one, if within their 
power; and to give notice to any and all parties interested, 
when possible, of fires raging and beyond their control, to the 
end that the same may be controlled and extinguished. In 
case of fire, such deputy game, fish and forest wardens shall 
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have the power to employ assistance in emergencies to extin- 
guish or control fires, to the same extent and in the same 
manner as fire wardens of townships in which fires are 
raging, and shall also have the power to call upon the fire 
wardens hereinbefore provided for in each of the tovmships 
affected by such fire for all such assistance as such township 
fire wardens shall be entitled to employ under the provisions 
of this act.
